BISHOP’S SUMMING UP

Bishop of Columbia left the chair 
''and from the fh>or made an able 
nummary of the debate. ' 

He showed that the fears of those 
v\ ho opposed the admission of 
W‘iTiPh on Ihe groiin'd t'hat ‘ilie“'men 
would be ewsmped were “unpro- 
gresslve. uninformed J»t)geys,** and 
that this fear had been'proA’en to the 
contrary In governments'and wher¬ 
ever women had been given the frmn^ 
chlae. 

The granting to women of the 
privilege to enter the synod, the 
Bishop said, should be looked upon 
not aa a matter of expediency but aa 
a matter of justice.
